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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 7-12, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Yamashita et al. US 6,140,418. 

3. The rejection set forth under 35 USC 103 in the paper mailed 1/1 1/08 is deemed 

proper and is herein repeated. 

4. Applicants newly amended claims and remarks filed in support thereof have been 
fully considered but have been found not persuasive. 

5. Applicants argue that the invention as now claimed is to be "spray-coated" on the 
inner surface of a pneumatic tire. In response to applicant's argument that the 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., spray-coated) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

6. Further, one of ordinary skill would be motivated to "apply" the sealing material 
disclosed in Yamashita to the inner surface of a pneumatic tire given the disclosed 
properties of the sealing material. Specifically, Yamashita teaches that the sealing 
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material is functional in hermetically sealing materials and provides gas barrier 
properties, See the abstract and column 12 lines 5+. These are properties desired in 
sealants for the inner surfaces of pneumatic tires. One of ordinary skill would readily 
appreciate the features and be motivated to apply the sealant of Yamashita to the inner 
surface of a pneumatic tire. Further, it is noted that "conventional practice" has been to 
apply sealant materials to the inner surfaces of pneumatic tires. 

7. The viscosity limitation is presumed to be either anticipated or obvious from this 
disclosure. These are the same compositions that can be formed in the same manner 
as claimed. It is reasonable to presume that the same materials formed in the same 
way posses properties that either anticipate or render obvious those claimed. 
Applicants arguments as to how the spray-coating application are dependent upon the 
claimed viscosity are not persuasive. The claims do not recite spray coating.
